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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -9 have allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Goetz teaches a CMP apparatus with platen pieces (web with a number of rigid 
segments). Goetz fails to teach a circular rotary table and a plurality of support poles that can be 
controlled in height and moved horizontally by sliding. 

Likewise Bruxvoort teaches an abrasive article for CMP with platen pieces. Yet 
Bruxvoort fails to teach a circular rotary table and a plurality of support poles that can be 
controlled in height and moved horizontally by sliding. 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a chemical mechanical polishing 
apparatus comprises a plurality of support poles that can be controlled in height and moved 
horizontally by sliding. 

Finally, Tintelnot teaches a flexible open-pore body wherein a scrubbing tool contains a 
plurality of abrasive pieces. It also fails to teach a circular rotary table and a plurality of support 
poles that can be controlled in height and moved horizontally by sliding.
